ibery coi;ld not have been the object of the 
murderer. The BtilUtin 8ay«;~Mr. John- 
son w a quiet man, A'ho had no enemies, 
inor can he conceive of any reason why his 
liimily should be ofTensivti Ui luiyhody. 
They were esteemed, live pr.aKefully and 
'lacked enemies, it seems as if it could 
have been the work then of no one but .some 
furiouslyi insane man. The body of Cooko 
Wftfiiiounil a few feet from the plot where he 
lliad bfliiii spidiny. He had used the a.xe to 
KJUt down brush with. This pint of ;;r(iinui 
Avas some 150 feet fr<ini tht; house. One 
itheoryiis that some fellow mot Cuoke, tiuar- 
irelied'wilh and killed him; then perceiving 
Ihat Mrs. Johnson had discovereif them ran 
ito the house, despiitohed the women, ;iiid 
<iet lire 10 the iMiildiim. .\ear Cooke's tm.ly 
>was found a sheath-knife, sli^ditly rusted, 
ATiith dried fish scales sticking to it, but no 
•blood. It'ia not known that the knife was 
■Cooke's, aDd it did not belong to the house. 
Cooke bad been but a few days working on 
I the place. -Several persons had been at- 
rested on euspicion. 

A tiro occurred ut Oakland, oppo.site Siiii 
Francisco, Oc'. '21, which destroyed eleven 
houfica, and properly valued at .$15,0110, 

At tlve same place, on the 21st, a man 
named John A. Doano wiis niurdenid ut a 
fandago bQVM, by a Mexican named Kaiuon. 
The victim was stabbed to 'lio heart and 
died in a few moments tifter, Tlie house was 
nulled down iho next day by tliu population. 
The murderer is in custody. 

On the evening of Oct. 2<ltli, about eiylit 
o'clock, eight men with masked faces went 
into PearsoB &-'.Cb.''8 store at Peru, near 
Coloraa, and demattded the keys of the safe, 
presenting their pistols at him. He gave up 
the key, when they opened the safe and 
tootc ail the money ami specimens it con- 
tained. Fearuoii made a movement to leave 
the room, wlioii two shots were (irod at him, 
one taking elfect just over the right eye. 
Ho is not oxpuctod to live. Six men were 
sitting around the stove when the robbery 
was committed, but being uiiarrned they did 
not offer any roiitanco.

39lh, and instantly killed.

At a Hreckenridi-e barbecue in VVinche.s- 
ter, Ky.,a .s<i(i of Or. West, of Bath county,

The King of Naples, whoso departure for 
Spain was ini.»lakenly annouueed, has not 
left his Slates. According to tho last ad- 
vlce-s, ho was ut the head of an army <d 
25,000 men, at a point between Gnela and 
Capua, Tho King had with him his two 
brothers, the (,'oiiiit do Caserla and General 
^losco, who had pushed a strong roooniiois- 
sanco botwoen Fundi and the lloman fron- 
tier. Capua and Gaota were both strongly 
armed and well victiialcd. 

The protest of Anslil-> against tin; inva- 
sion of tho Roman States, had boon received 
at Paris. 

The pooplt, of Naples had settled down 
traiKpiilly. 

Marshal Valliaiit, with three tlivisioiis of 
iTreiioh troops, proceeds to Ital^, it is itili- 
mated, for the purpose of arresting the pro- 
gress of Garibaldi. 

Tho vanguard of the Sardinian army is 
only six kiloiuuturs ilislant irom Uome. 

(laribaldi had been victorious along tho 
whole limi of upemlious. Tho Garihaldiaus 
had tnmh) 2,j,0(II) prisoni.-rs; but this was 
d(nibtiul. 

It was reported thai Garibaldi had invited 
Victor Eminanuoi to go to Naples and as- 
sume ouihorlty. and he would retire homo. 



Dispatches from Naples, of tho 2d Octo- 
ber, state that the royal troops were re- 
pulsed and had surrentiered. 

Victor Emmanuel w,as at Ancoua. He 
had issued an address to his soldiers, ex- 
lolling their bravery and the righteousness 
of their cause. He concluded by saying 
that he assumed command, and desired to 
be foremost when there was any danger. 

The Papal Government wa.s making fresh 
enrollments, and promising large rewards to 
troops remaining at Tivoli. 

The Spanish Government had demanded 
a Congress of the Catholic powers, with a 
view of guaranteeing integrity to the States 
of His Holiness, 

France admitted the expedieacv of siieh 
a Congress, but said that the territorial 
changes demand a general European Con- 
gress. 

Cavour denied that any proposition has 
been made involving the possession of a 
sin^'le inch of Italian territory. 

Tho Pope's allocution, dated September 
28ih, was published. It imposed interven- 
tion of the allied powers ajainst the degen- 
eiato, non-church Victor Emmanuel 

In reply, Napoleon maintained the non- 
intervention principle, and whilst promising 
to iraintain order in the Holy See, said that 
his desire was to consign Rome to the pro- 
tection ot a genuine Italian power. 

The funeral services of the I'apal troops 
were celebrated by the Archbishop at Notre 
Dariie, Paris, on the 3th of October. 

Several French Bishops had issued pas 
toral letters protesting against the proceed- 
ings in Italy. 

The rumor that Napoleon had been in- 
vited to Warsaw, and would go, had been 
oilicially denied.

Canadian Free Porta. 

Vancouver Island, it would appear, is not 
tho only place in British North Am.;rica 
where free-ports exist, or where the adviin- 
tages' of tho. free-port system arc acki.ow- 
leiiged and aisled upon. Canada has iliree 
free-port districts. The first is the uhole 
Labrador coast, which is washed by thoCiuii 
of Si. Lawrence lor 400 miles; second, iho 
district of Gaspe, on the south .side ol tho 
St. Lawrence; third, the mining disttici 
around Sault St. iVlario, at tho weslerii end. 
of Lalic Huron. These potts were estab 
lished at the last session of the Canadian 
Piirlianient ; and at last advices meroliants 
would not enter llieir merchandize at Sault 
St. Marie, preferring. to wait a few days till 
the free-port system vfent into operation. In 
the debates of last sessioii/we find the fol- 
lowing on the subject in'the speech of Mr. 
Gall, Finance Minister ; 

With reference to tho ostablishmeiit of 
free-ports, he spoke of the great increa.-ie of 
the fishing trade in the lower St. Lawience 
during the last few years. The e.xporis Horn 
Gaspe, Amherst, and New Carlisle, of dnec 
fish, pickled fish, and fish-oil, had incri;u.<ed 
from S123,000 in 1855 to S7(i4,000 m IS59. 
The imports had increased from S203.iiuo to 
S290.000, and the duties from S14,7i)() lo 
S3l,500. He propcsed to make the town of 
Gttspe and the dirilrict immediately aroimd 
it and the Labrador coast, extending 400 
miles to the Straits of Belle Isle, a fr.-! [.uri. 
The Labrador coast ha.s no popuhumn .'.v- 
cent in summer of those engaged ouri it; li>h. 
All articles would be admitted free for con- 
sumption within those limits. This would 
i;ivo encouragement to the fishing popiilution, 
and would attract laigo numbers of French 
and American fishing vessels to go there for 
stores. We would supply them al<o wah 
flour, pork, etc., and a new market wmild be 
provided for our produce, and we would gel 
the carrying trade which now employed the 
railways and canals of the States. The pro- 
bable amount of that trade might beotim;)- 
tcd by ihe tisii now taken in the Gull ul St. 
Lawrence, whicii amounted to Stj,54tj,(.iOi). 
Similar advantages would result from the 
establishriient of a free port in the e.vlreme 
we.st, at Sauk St. Marie. 

TluMc wu.s an itiiportant district there 
which wc desired to settle, and there w.is a 
large mining population who found it dilti- 
cult to obtain supplict^- The trade .1 Kod 
River was going to St. Paul's oii uo nunt nt 
the greater faoilitios of comnaunicati .n He 
proposed that the district of Sault bt -Mane 
and the mining district along tho north shore 
of Lake Huron, with tlie whole district west 
of tho Sault should, lor a limited t o ni. n- 
ceiVB all poo.ls free of duiv. Ihe r.-ult 
woiild bo to encourage trade tliron.'li tli.u 
country, and make Toronto the place where 
Kupulie.'t would be obtained. 

lie proposed to make tho term of the con- 
tinunnco of free-ports ton years, sn that mer- 
chants migiit make their nrran.'em.-nts 
aocordiiiirly. The amount of reven ic now 
collected at Gaspe wa8Sl,543 of whi -l. about 
one-third was for consumption. In ilio .lis- 
trier of the proposed free port of Siiuli it. 
Marie S(;,:i70 was collectod ; therefore, only 
about S12,0li0 was aaorifieod to so •ore tho 
much greater benolit of iidvancnig tho fish- 
ing interest nf the gulf, tho .otthone ,. n| tho 
wtvstnrn country, and the devclopmoiil ot oiir 
mining inteicsfs Ihoro. 

The Canadian system differs from what 
we propose as the terms of union with 
British Columbia. Canada frovidos entirely 
for the governmental espenses of her free- 
port districts. The inhabitants pay nothing, 
but, on the oontraTy, r oeiTe from the pro- 
vincial treasury. Here we ask umon ii 
condition that Vancouver Island shall pre- 
serve her froo-porl nyotom, and pav hot 
quota r)f the expenses of tin- conniry into a 
common troa.surv. Canada, being a wealthier 
country than Hiili'-h ColumDia, may be able 
to throw away a hinall poitioii ol lier 
tovenuo, in order to reap iiulirootlv groater 
pro-peclive advantages. Hut we do iiol ask 
Ihi^ latter to throw iiny portion of her reveiiut) 
away fur niir benefit ; we only ask the 
privilege of raising our portion of ihe ways 
and means by direct taxation.

The cuso of Edward G.Alston, barrister- 
at-law, charged, on complaint of Ciipt. James 
Keid, with contempt of court, in having call- 
ed E. Hammond King a liar on Monday, 
was called up in tho police court before the 
magistrate, Mr. Pcmbcrton, yesterday morn- 
ing. H. P. P. Crease, Esq., appeared for 
Mr. Alston, and John Coles, Esq., M. P. P., 
upon whoso iii)plication tho suinmofls had 
been issued, appeared to prosccutej f .Copt. . 
James Rcid toHiiliod to having heard A ston 
snytQ King, "You are a liar," or, "you 

''"to Mr. Coles— Did not hoar Kingsay any- 
thing before that. „ „ 

Affrcd Waddingtou, M. P. P., sworn- 
Heard Alston say to Kins: " You are a liar, 
or, " You lie ;" 1 .said '• Oh !" when I heard 
that. Remarked to a person sitting iioar 
me, " Now comes the fifth act !" Saw King 
strike Alst<H) in the face or shoulder. 

Mr. Alston— I acknowledge, your honor, 
that I used the word " lie." 

Mr. (J.des desired to say one word — 

Mr. I'emberton— If you have any ques- 
tions to iisk.yon must pnt them through mo; 
but I do not want any iiisttuctions. 

Mr. Coles perfectly understood his posi-

Mr. Coles asked that Mr. Alston's affida- 
vit against -Mr. King might be read.

Mr. Pemberton to the Clerk — Read it.

Mr. Crease again objecled to the allidavit 
being used agrdii-st Ins client ; his own de- 
position could not be used against him ; lie 
should have been cautioned before making 
the stiileinent that it might be used again.'t 
him. Hesides. Ihe prosecniioii had closed 
iheir leslimooy ; and again, it i."- against the 
law to iiilrodnce such evieleiice.

.Mr. I'eniberion— Well, then, 1 shall con- 
sult inv own judgment. 

His 'honor then wont on to deliver a very 
rambling decision, in whicli he lou.died oii 
the lato case of Cary vs. Langford, and said 
ih ■ Colonist reporter had omitted a p rtion 
ol the evidence of Mr. McKenzie, on which 
hiim.nl his decision ; he suppo.'sed it had 
been done iiuinteiitioiially, but slill it was 
very important, and should have appeared ; 
he also said considerable feeling had been 
raised outside Ihe court by that decision. In 
regard to iho present case, he said iho ap- 
plication for a summons had been made by 
a member of the Legi.ilatute ; had it been 
mado by any other [vr-ou he shou'd have 
thought it was an insult ; bin coming from 
a member of Assembly, he must take it for 
"ranted that it had been made from con- 
scientious motives.
